God, his ſacred Majeſtic hath been happily reſtored un- 
to his Royal Crawn, and dignity, and ancient heredita- 
ry Kingdoms, and Dominions, and hath hitherto been 
ſafe guarded from both the ſecret and open plots or 
practices of his enemies againſt him. And now this pre 
{entday_ by the general and common conſent and” ap- 
plauſe both of Princes, Prieſts, and People, they have 
brought him forth in publike, and put the Royal Grown 
upon his head, and anointed, or conſecrated him in his 
Kingly office and dignity, as our Soveraign Lord and 
King with great joy and triumph, and joyful acclamati- 
ons,votes,and wiſhes, praiſe,and prayer unto God, for his 
long and moſt happy Raign over us. For the joyful cele- 
bration of the which Royal Solemnity we are now aſ- 
ſembled, or met together, after the good example of 
the Princes, Prieſts, and People of Judah at the Coro- 
nation of their King Foaſh, comprehended in this narra- 
tion of my Text, ſaying, And he brought forth the Kings 
Son , and put the Crown upon him, and gave him the Te- 
ftimeny, and anointed him. And they clapt their hands 
and ſaid, GOD SAVE THE KING. Andthe which 
words are ſo plain of themſelves that they need no expli- 
cation , but onely a fit and ſcaſonable application. 
Wherefore to this purpoſe. 

Firſt, from the firſt parallel, or example of the ſo- 
lemn Coronation, and unCtion of Feaſp King of Judab 
by the Prieſts of the Lord, with the general applauſe 
and approbation of both Princes, Prieſts and people, 
I ſhall propofe unto yous obſervation, the moſt _—_—_

the people of God, by the direCtion and nppeoiticees 
God himſelfe: And from thence our duty of honour, - 
ſubjefion, and obedience unto our Soveraign Lord and 
King, as being Crowned and anomted; conleerated,and 
ordamed' by God himſelfe : together with our com- 
mon conſent to reign over us.

Elves, then in God that gave them, and his loving-

ward.For thus to rejoyce and to praiſe God for his 
benefits, is truly to glorify him, as the Lord himſelf 
by his Prophet ſaith, Pſalm. 50. 23. Whoſoever offer- 
eth praiſe oforifieth me; And to him that ordereth his 
converſation aright, will I ſhew the Salvation of God. 
So that here the Lord, as you may ſee, doth require 
of us a twofold manner of gloritying of bim , that 
he may extend his ſaving grace, bleſſings and benefits 
unto us, V7s.

We muſt 
then offer unto God continually, Firſt, The facri- 
ice of praiſe and thanksgiving for all his benefits, and 
bleſlings already received. Secondly, The facritice of 
prayer for benefits to be received, which we ſtand in 
need of, or defirc of God - or at leaſtwiſe for the con- 
firmation and- continuance of benefits received unto 


us. So that theſe two duties (as I have ſaid) of praiſe Phil:p. 4 6.v, 


and prayer muſt alwaies go together 5 as the Apottle 
to this effect, joyning them both together, doth teach 
us: viz. That in every thing by prayer and ſupplica- 
tion with thanksgiving we ſhould let our requeſts be 
made known unto God.

in cftect, is as much as to ſay) That, either there isan 

often change of the Juſt and good Princes of 1o evil or 

wicked a Land, or Nation, or for the tranſgreſſion, or 
iniquity of the People thereof, God as a juſt judgment 
or puniſhment on them for their tranſgreſſions, or fins, 

doth often deprive them of their juſt and'good Princes: 
They are but of ſhortlife and continuance with fuch 

a (inful People or Nation: Or elſe, which is alſo moſt 
commonly incident thereunto, the Lord doth juſtly 

chaſtiſe and puniſh them for their ſins with many 
wicked Princes, or Cruel, and- unjuſt Tyrants'and 
Ulſurpers, or ſuffer many ſuchat once to Tyrannize 
over, and oppreſsſuch a Land or Nation. And of the 
which we our ſelves (no doubt for our tranſgreſſions, 
and Sins) had of late years too much wotud Expe- 
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fence: wherefore (I ſay) if we would avoide this juſt puniſh- 
ment or Chaſtiſment which we have ſo lately felt, or gther the 
like plagues or judgments which we moſt worthyly deſerve by 
our f1ns and tranſgrefſions : and would have the Lord toturn, and 
take away the fierceneſs of his wrath from us, eſpecially in this 
caſe, or kind, and preſerve, and continue the juſt, and lawful 
Government of our Prince and Soveraign Lord, the Kings moſt 
Excellent Majeſty over us, and to fave, preſerve and bleſs him 
with a long, good, proſperous and happy life and Reign over this 
Land and Nation, 1t is our part and duty to turne unto the Lord 
from all our iniquities and tranſgreſſions which we have commit- 
ted : and asthe Lord himſelf doth in a more eſpecial manner, to 
this effect, and purpoſe, admoniſh us in his word, 1ſaiab, 1. 16, 
17,18,19,20,21, 22,23, 24,25, 26. we ſhould waſh our ſin- 
polluted conſcience, Soul and Body, not with water : 1 Pet.1.19. 
but with the moſt Precious blood of the immaculate Lamb of God, 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by faithin him, which alone is able to waſp - 
1 John 1+ 7. and cleanſe us from all our ſins. Revel. 1. 5. as allo 
by the true cfte& and fruit thereof. viz. 2 Cor. 7. 10. an hearty 
ind godly ſorrow for our ſins, which worketh repentance to Salua- 
tion : that fo by this means we may put away the evil of our do- 
ings from before the Eyes of the Lord, and ceaſe todo evil, and 
learn to do well, and be willing and obedient tq ſerve God, and 
toobey his word 3 andthe Lord may perfect what he hath begun 
amongſt us, and the work which he hath wrought for us, in the 
reſtitution of our Sovcraign Lord theKings Majeſty unto hisRoyal 
Crown and Dignity : And as he ſomtimes promiſed his People, 
upon the forefa1d terms & conditions;fo he may alfo fulfil toward 
us, and reſtore our Judges or Governours and Government of 
this Land as at the firſt, and our Counſellors as at the beginning : 
that ſo our Land or Kingdom may be called the City of Righte- 
ouſneſs, the faithful City. And again, as theLord hath likewiſe 
promiſed his People in another the like place, on condition of 
their Repentance and obedience to his word, Fer. ! 7. 24,25,26. 
but more eſpecially on condition of their Sanctifying of his Sab- 
bath, and reverend regard, and diligent and careful oblervati- 
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0 and exerciſe of his Religious worſhip and ſervice, eſpecially 
on that day Namely, That on. that condition, there ſhall 
enter into our Cities Kings and Princes ſitting upon the Throne of 
this Kingdom, riding in Charets,and upon Horles ; they and their 
Princes or Nobles, and the People and inhabitants of this Land, 
and this Kingdom ſhall remain tor ever. And the Inhabitants 
of this Land thall come from all parts thereot bringing and offe- 
ring ſpiritual ſacrifices of praiſe and praycr in the houſe of God, 
his holy Sanctuary, or houſc of prayer for all his great and mani- 
fold bleſſings and benefits conferred onus. And as the Lord bath 
alſo further promiſed to this effect and purpole, Zech.8.15,16,17, 
1 9. He will do well unto us in theſe dates, on condition that we 
alſo do well one to another, in ſpeaking every man the truth unto 
his Neighbor, and in executing the judgment of truth, and peace 
in our gates,or ſeates of Juſtice: and for none of us to imagine any 
evil in his Heart againſt his neighbour, nor to love any falſe Oath, 
which are things the Lord doth hate ; but to love the truth and, 
peace: and then our times of mourning and faſting, ſhall be 
turned into joy and gladneſs, and cheerful feaſting. Wheretore: 
(to conclude all ina word) let us(at leaſtwiſe we that are here, 
preſcnt, whatſoever others do) not only with our Mouths, but 
allo with our hearts, and not only with our Lips, but 
alſo in our lives, and not only in prayer, but alſo in Pra- 
&ice, not only in'words, but alſo in-works) endeavour to per- 
form thoſe conditions, and to do what the Lord doth require of 
us in this kind (according as I have ſhewed you) and then let us: 
be ſure, whatſoever becomes of others, it ſhall go well with us, 
Pſal. 128. 4,5,6. And as the Lord hath faithfully promiſed in his 
word, to all that fear him, and walk in his wayes, we ſhall be 
bleſſed : The Lord will bleſs us out of Zzo-7, or from his holy hull 


of the Celeſtial Zzoz, or from Heaven its ſelf,or out of the bleflings ; 
of his holy Church and People; And we ſhall ſee the good of, 


Feruſalem all the dayes of our life, and peace upon 1ſrael. We 
{hall ſce and enjoy the good and peace both uf our Church-and 
Land ail the daies of our life. But if the iniquitiesorſias of others, 


or of the greateſt part of the People of this Land, ſhall turne away 
or 
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or withhold good things in general from us : yet notwithſtanding 
we ſhall provide well in particular for our own parts, or for our 
ſclves, and for our own good, peace and ſafety.if not of Body, yet 
at leaſtwiſe of Soul and Body too hereafter, and ſhall upon 
thoſe, and the like former terms and conditions. Viz. of Repen- 
tance, Faith and Obedience, (as1 ſhewed you) (though we can- 
not enjoy any outward laſting good, or peace in this world) yet 
we ſhall be ſure to enjoy that which is more worth then all : yea, 
infinitly better unto us, and more to be deſired of us than all the 
world bctides. Viz. Rom.5.1,2,3. Sweet inward peace, and com- 
fort, and joy of Conſcience, by our peace and reconcilation with 
God, through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and ful affurance of his Grace 
or favour, and exceeding joy and comfort of heart in hope of e- 
ternal ife and Glory, which will rejoyce and comfort us in all 
th outward. tribulations or troubles and ſufferings of this life, 
ur-rejoycing will be this, Yiz. 2 Cor. 1. 12. The teſtimony of a 
good Conſcience, That we have not by our fins,and diſobedience 
to the word of God, or impenitent continuance therein, been any 
cauſe of any publick plague, puniſhment, or calamnity, which 
God Thallpleaſe at any time to lay on this Land for the wicked-" 
nes of the Inhabitants thereof : And we ſhall even in this preſent 
life, Philip. 4.7. enjoy the peace of God which paſſeth all nnder- 
ſtanding, which will keep our Hearts ſecure and quiet in the 
middeſt of all the troubles of this life through Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord. Tſaiah 8.14. Andthe Lord will be for a Sanctuary unto 
us. Iſaiah 25. 4. and a refuge from the ſtorm of all trouble, 
danger or- diſtreſs. Pſal. 91. And (as it is promiſed unto all the 
faithful ) we ſhall dwel under the ſhadow of the Almighty. He will 
beour refuge, and fortreſs, and deliverer, and cover us from 
thoſe plagues which ſhall fall on others, ſo that we need not fear 
them, 'for they ſhall not comenigh us; There ſhall no evil befal 
us, neither any plague come nigh our dwelling. 1ſaiah 33. 15, 
16,17. And (asthe Lord hath alfo promiſed to the like purpoſe 
inhis word, on condition of our behaving our ſelves righteouſly 
and uprightly both in word and-deed.) - we ſhall dwel on high, or 
ſecurely, far above the reach or.{troke of thoſe publick plagues, 
judgments, 


judgments and puniſhments which the. Lord ſhalllay on others,” 
for their ſins : And our defence ſhall be: Gods moſt mighty pro»; 7 
tection,as the Munitiomns of rocks. Bread ſhall be given us, -and*: 7 
our waters fhall not fail, or we ſhall not want anything ud 
and neceflary for this preſent life. And hereafter (which 1sfar -Þ 
better.) both our King and we ſhall ſee the King in his beauty g,- 7 
they ſhall behold the Land that is very far of (that 1s) we” thall - 
enjoy the moſt glorious and joyful vilion and prelence of God, 
himſelf, The King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, in his beauty gf ;*% 
holineſs, and Glory, and behold and- enjoy: his moſt gloriong,” 
Heavenly Kingdom, or Heaven. its ſelf, which 1s very far of, 081 
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Sacrifice of praiſe and thanksgiving, for all his tender mercies and. 
moſt pretious benefits and bleſſings; and with the whole Catholick; >: 
Church of Chriſt, Heb.12.23. The general aſſembly. and —_ al 
the firſi-borr, which are written in Heaven, and with the whole:
